It has been found that the last

be vigilant and inhospitable to 
new infestations in order to hold 
one’s ground against rats and 
mice.

About Police, Firemen 


(We agree wholeheartedly with the thoughts expressed in this 
column by Russel Faist of Cleveland, which appeared this month 
in x Catholic publication. If you think your police and firemen 
have soft jobs, please read it, You're bound to change your 
mui, Md.) 

The tragic death last week of four firemen while fighting an 
apparently routine industrial blaze on Cleveland’s West Side has 
again underscored the dangers peculiar to members’ of the public 
safety department. 

Firemen, like their counterparts in the police department, nev- 
er know what is going to happen next, They never know what 
emergency is around the corner. They never know whether they 
will get home to see their family again, 

One of the widows of last Thursday’s tragedy was quoted as 
saying that she and her husband never said goodbye when he 
left home for the station, Each knew the danger and tried in their 
own way, to live with it and make the best of if. 

Charles Dochner, John Petz, Joseph Toolis and Ralph Simon 
zre dead. They have joined the long list of public servants who 
have given their lives in service. A cify is saddened, A whole city 
offers sympathy to their families, 

Newsmen get especially close to firemen and policemen, 
cause their life is where much news is made. And newsmen get 
a close-up look at these men that the general publie can’t, 

Newsmen don't think of policemen, for instance, as a “cop’’ 
who walks a beat, pinching apples from the fruit stand or leisurely 
riding around in a patrol car or handing out a parking or jaywalk- 


be- 


ing ticket now and then, 

We know a policeman, instead, as the father of six who nar- 
rowly escaped death in a shoot-out with a dope-crazed robber, Or 
a quiet guy who was spit an and had his uniform torn at his own 
expense and had his skull cracked in settling a drunken fight. 
Or the ambulance driver who worked to exhaustion in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to start a victim’s breathing. 

I have seen a police wife pull back a white cloth in a hospital 
ward and identify her husband of nearly 30 years who had been 
shot to death after stopping a man for a minor traffic offense. 
I have seen veteran police sergeants shake so violently after duty 
tours that they could not sign their daily reports. 

Some people have the wrong idea about firemen and police- 
men. They think they are some kind of supermen who get a kick 
out of putting on uniforms and never know the word fear, 

That’s a misconception. The firemen and policemen whom I 
have seen in all kinds of duty are not much different from the 
rest of us. They have a responsibility that’s more apparent, sure, 
They have a greater sense of civic and community pride. But they 
get scared often. Only fools never scare. 

A brave man is one who does his job despite fear. I have never 
met a coward in the public safety department. 

It takes an uncommon amount of guts to plunge into a burn- 
ing building and search for people reportedly inside. Or to singe 
your hair standing against the heat of a lumber yard fire with 
a hose to save a neighborhood of homes. Or to fight a fire while 
snipers aim rifles at you. 

Years ago it seemed every boy wanted to be a policeman or a 
fireman, Now departments all over the country have campaigns 
to get applicants to take civil service tests. 

The jobs have lost some of their appeal and glamor. But then 
they never really had that kind of glamor, Police and fire work is 
a tough, dirty job that is underrated and usually underpaid. 

All of us owe a debt of gratitude to the men in the public safety 
department, Without them it would be a pretty chaotic life. 

It is ironic that in this day when entertainers and sports figures 
command payments of four or five figures for one day’s work, a 
professional fireman or policeman has to work at a second job 
to keep his family in food, dothes and decent housing. 

Civilization, it has been noted elsewhere, is often a culture of 
contradictions. None is more glaring than this: We are willing to 
pay a man handsomely for entertainment but not for dangerously 

keeping law and order — the most necessary element in our life.

You can claim medical insur- 
- ance benefits as soon as you have 
expenses for covered services, 
but no payment can be made un- 
til you. meet the $50 deductible 
amount for the year, It would 
__.be better to hold your small bills 
until they amount to more than 
$50 and just make one claim rath- 
er than making several claims 
for small athounts. There are 
two different methods of pay- 
_ ment — direet to the patient or 
direct to the doctor. 
Under the paynient to patient 
“method, after you havé met the 
$50 deductible, you can send in a 
claim as S60n #8 you have paid 
all or part of the bill for the cov- 
ered services. (Since in this case 
payment would be made directly 
. to you, it could only be made on 
the basis of payment you have 
/made —beyond the $50 deducti- 
ble.) No medical insurance bene- 
fit can be paid under the payment 
to patient method unless you have 
attached a receipted bill with 
your claim or have the doctor 
show in the place provided on the 
form how much of’ the bill has 
been paid.
